All thin work the children ean do. and it 


vill add greatly to tho entertainment of tho 
long evenings, at this season. They e.an also 
assist in covering English walnuts with tin- 
foil, or gilt paper, and in filling small apples 
with cloves, which will servo to keep moths 
from tho drawers of our bureaus, and there- 
fore inako acceptable pvoscnl?. 


If wo possess a cracked mirror wo must 


lake it (o the glazier's and ask him to cut it 
into two-inch wquares. 
Around tho edges

laid upou tho pii;.no or Ublo.nr else wrapped 
in paper and arranged around the base of 
tho Iree. 
A pair of scissors must bo in read- 


iness lo cut tho gifts from tho branches. 
When sneh a treo in trimmed, -iillod with 
gifts and lighted, it is indeed n bountiful 
flight—a graceful grcon pyramid, with nuin- 
borlosa liltlo jots of flamo, trembling and 
flashing inirrorn, garlands of bright IIUOR— 
all brightness, sparkle nnd color.

HAND WORK AND HEAD WOKK. 


Mr. Glmltitouo recently delivered an ad- 


dress ."I lh« distribution of prices in tho 
Si.'hool of Science and Art at (Ircenwich, 
near London. In tho course of hi^ remark:; 
ho said: "We have arrived at a time when, I 
am thankful to any, elementary education is 
being very widely diffused, nml whou we 
may hopo that before very bug it will be 
universal. 
Whou wo consider of what olo- 


montnry education consists, in its first three 
branches— namely, "!' reading, writing and 
arithmetic— it will ocenr to tho mind as 
probable, and we find it to exist in fuel, that 
one of the first effects of this kind of ele- 
mentary education is to produce a desire, 
either on the purl of young persons thorn- 
selves 01- on 
I ho part of Ihoir parents and 


friends, to escape from tho necessity of 
manual labor and puns into thfl region of that 
which is called not bund work, but head 
work. Here wo have before us a most im- 
portant subject. 
In my bolief— I speak it 


fnuikly— there is fur loo much eagerness on 
thopnvt of the working classes -1 do not 
say for themselves, but at any rate for their 
children—to got out of the .working <llass 
into another which is not the working e.lns* 
and 1 have a couHidcmUimi to urge- in sup- 
prtrt of that which I say, nnd of the ndvico 
I would presume to give, Hint ndvico beiiig, 
bo not eager to mine your children out of 
tho working class, but bo desirous that they 
Bhtill romum in that t-'lws ami oluvnto tbn 
work of it. 
Not Ion;; ago, in a town near 


which 1 live, it wnn my duty to say somo- 
Ihingupou this subject, to make a rough 
division between bend work and 
hand 


work, and 1 made this division probably in 
n miinner not sufficiently accurst o aud cara- 
fnl. 
Two or throo days after I received n 


letter from a working-man, who thought 
T 


had treated society as if it wore a pyramid 
you might cul across at a particular point, 
and 
uiiy, 'Above Hint (ill is head work; 


underneath all is 1 and work. 
Whero thero 


is head work thero is no hand work; wher*» 
Ihere is hand work thnro is no head work.' 
Thnt was the language which ho understood 
mo to hold, nud he writes to mo iu words 
which nro original and worlh reading. He 
doscriboa himself 
M a young carpenter 


who 
works 
ten 
hours 
a 
dny, 


nnd 
snys,

crtrpeuler 
in

thoroughly 
skillful 
workman a selection 


of tho best work is given him, nud ( assert 
wilh tho most complete truth that during 
tho progress of his work a constant commu- 
nication must be kept up between his brain 
nnd httwH not merely passive in character, 
but aclive, concentrated, and almost uuin- 
termittnnt. It is nocoasary for him to con- 
sider economy of time and labor, and I 
might add nnitnrial; ready methods of mo- 
ehfiuicnl resourco must suggest themsolvos 
to his mind, hifi oyo is being educated with 
now forms of design and linish; ami in pro- 
portion as machinery supplants in heavy 
work tho manual labor of tho nrlisnn, r.ro 
frosh demands mado upon tho intellectual 
resources of tho craftsman.

DISASTER IN SOUTH IKI.STHIV. 


Exploiloii of n CBI main,—A Larji; 


Number Killed or Inlnrcd.—AM 


Extraordinary natastro- 


plie. 


BOSTON, Deo. 22. 


Shortly before 7 o'clock this evening a 


terrible explosion occurred in South Boston, 
by which a large number of persons were 
injured and several killed. It is as yet im- 
possible to learn the cause of the explosion 
or the full extent of tha damage. The large 
'gas main running under the Federal street 
bridge to South Boston, and thence along 
the water's edge under the pavoiuont on Fed- 
eral street

tearing up the pavement for a distance of 
150 feet or more. The street was thronged 
with people at the time, and many were 
buried in the debris. Crosby's grain ware- 
house was badly shattered, and will have to 
be taken down. The foreman was instantly 
killed.

tho Water. 


Several dead bodies have already been 


taken out. 
The wildest rumors prevail. 


Five persons are known to have been killed 
or fatally injured and nine more or loss 
hurt. Several persons are missing. 


Cause of tho Explosion. 


As yet there is no positive knowledge of 


the cause of tho explosion, but it is sup- 
posed that the recent cold weather caused 
the pipe to burst, and the ground becom- 
ing impregnated with gas, ignition from 
some cause communicated fire to tho con- 
fined gas and caused the explosion. 
Tho 


scene of the explosion is thronged with hun- 
dreds of anxious and curious people. 
The 


main pipe, about five inches in diameter, 
passes under the Federal street bridge mid 
along the causeway leading from it up Dor- 
chester avenuo (the continuation in South 
Boston of Federal street.) 
Thia causeway 


is composed of three feet or more of dirt 
and gravel with pavement resting on c foun- 
dation of piling, and on either side for 
1 "fl 


feet or more is the river. 


Eye witnesses state that the first intima- 


tion was a bright flash about midway of the 
causeway, followed by a sharp explosion, 
paving stones, gravel and debris flying in 
all directions,and almost immediately there- 
after the causeway on the right hand side 
(under which ran the gas main), fell over 
into the river, carrying over with it several 
persons who were stunned, injured or killed 
by the explosion. The number of theso is 
not yet ascertained, but it is feared that 
several were buried under the debris at the 
bottom of the river. The pavement was 
completely torn up for a distance of 17ii feet 
from the wooden portion of the bridge to 
Crosby's grain house, which is built .upon 
piling at the end of the causeway on the 
South Boston side. This building was bad- 
ly battered and shattered. 
Had tho explo- 


sion occurred five minutes later, the loss of 
life would have been for greater as the 
draw of the bridge had been up for some 
time, and a crowd of three or four hundred 
people on their way from the city to their 
homes in South Boston had collected on 
this side the bridge, aud in a few minutes 
would have swarmed upon the causeway.
